Impartial mea will 
then impute to it, its real, not its imaginary 
qualities ; in the mean time, although. it might 
not perhaps be perfectly safe for us at this 
moment to express-our opinion of ìts great 
merits, we believe we may be permitted to 
give some advice as to the choice af the ro. 
presentatives who may be destined to succeed 
to its important functions. < En 
Iadependence, being the ground and foun. 
dation of all freedom of thought, aud liber- 
ality of opinion, shoyld in tue first place be 
attended to. No pensioner, placeman, or 
sinecùrist, sheuld therefore be found in a de- 
liberative body, which pretends to have any 
claim ta the epithet of independent, under 
our present defective mode of representation, 
‚we know such men cannot be kept out of the 


Mouse.of Commons; but, at least, let them 


not sit for places which have any pretension 
to freedom of electiou. Let the very names 
of the boroughs they noiinally represent ‘be 
indicative of the wretched principles which 
aaimates them. For reasons somewhat similar, 
we would oppose the election of'any naval of 
military man, as a member of the House of 
Commons. We acknowledge that the Gouu-

sentation. Au entire sixth of the numbers of 
the House of Commons are always absent in 
the employ of their eountry, in the colonies, 
or in the army or navy. Where is the use, 
therefore, of electing a man as a represen. 
tative, who, the next day, is liable to be sent 
to either of the four quarters of the globe. 

In laying down a few general rules, as to 
the choice of successors- to the’ Members of 
the present House of Commons, we believe 
we have but little aawasion to say much in the 
way of reference ta their past conduct.
